Tlv-rp is much unrest all over the world and the 
United States la not entirely immune from Bolshevism. 
V. h:,t is n.-oded to avert one of the most dreadful of all 
< ■'. 1'uitles is the Americanization of all foreign bom 
• '..in our borders and to rescue those fortunate enough 
be bom in this country from the slough of despond, 
to iicprov* their surroundings and give them a more 
h j'-J cheerful view of the future. To impress 

upon the foreign born the necessity of being good citi¬ 
zens U one of the greatest objects of Community Service. 

Th.re is room in every community for earnest work 
in this direction and there seems no questioning the 
statement that Community Service ia the best equipped 
ort'nr.iza-ion to accompli/.h this tremendous task. It 
hna the machinery - and the leaders and it already has 
provd iti worth in a number of cities. Neighborhood 
end community works ere not new in this country, but 
there is a new promise of force through national organi- 
in the n,‘tioo-wide plans of Community Service, 
r.ooaevelt said that "no man could be part American 
n i part s >mcthing else” and truer words were never 
uttered. The citizens of this country must be all Ameri¬ 
can or nothing. The program of Community Service 
calls for a great movement to make thorough-going 
Americans of all of our foreign bom population. Ameri¬ 
canization is the common term but higher and better 
citizenship are better words. Through various methods 
Community Service plans to instill into the alien bom 
the ideals that will counteract unrest and place the dis¬ 
ciple of unrest in the background.
